Make a 16X16 grid of creases by folding the 
paper in half, in fourths, eighths and, finally, 
sixteenths both ways. 
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Make the indicated vertical 
mountain and valley creases. 
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Make the indicated 
horizontal mountain 
and valley creases. 
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Make diagonally 
valley creases. 



Pleat the the model 
horizontally and open 
partially. 



Repeat the reverse folds 24 times. 

Turn over.
